I am ip a position to know that you are 
wrong as to your facts. In many of our 
counties the majority of the negroes have 
gene. Those that sre left, in many in- 
stances, are negroes with 
or trifling negroes who are of no benefit 
to the farmers. This tabor problem is 
really serious, Thousands of tenant bouses 
ali over Georgia are vacant, and thousands 
of acres of land are laying out. 

Your article was quoted by a great many 
of the northern ‘papers with great head- 
lines that there was no shoriage of labor 
in the south, no negro exodus, and that a 
bumper erop of cotton would be made. Of 
you did not intend that your ar- 
ticle should be used for this purpose, 

Professor A. M. Soule, of the agricnl- 
tnral college, not long since, wrote an ar- 
ticle which has been very hurtful to the 
farmers. In this article he said that the 
farmers ‘“‘conld and must raise a million 
end a half bales of cotton this year de- 
weertls."" This article was 
in many northern papers as an 
evidence that there would be a fifteen mil- 
lion bale cotton crop raised this year. Of 
course, Dr. Soule wrote this erticie {n a 
epirit of optimism, but it was used to de 
prees the price of cotton end coset our 
farmers hundreds of thonsands of dollars. 

It is recklessness and sheer madness for 
anrbody to advise the Georgia farmers to 
attempt to raise a million and half bates 
of cotton this year. If we had so boll 
weevila the [ack of labor and money would 
make ft imposeibie to raise @ million and 
half bales this year. If we bed pienty 
of money and jiabor to produce a milliog 
and balf bales under present conditions 
we would have to increase our acreage in 
Georgia forty per cent. Such g policy would

My friend is entirely misinformed 
as to my having made a survey of the 
alleged negro exodus, 


Duri-; the winter reports from 
regular correspondents of The Consti- 
tution in a large number of counties 
were received in the news department, 
and they showed that the altogether 
alarming reports as to an acute gen- 
eral labor ghortage, etc., were ex- 
uggerated. [ reviewed those reports, 

Certainly there have been large 
numbers of negroes recruited by inside 
agencies and sent out of the state. 
and large numbers of others have left 
of their own accord seeking employ- 
ment in other than farming interests. 
| But it must not be overlooked that 
negroes are also returning to the 
state every day, and while the exodus 
situation ought to call for vigorous 
though and action, along correction 
lines, I do not feel that farmers should 
become discouraged as to labor at a 
time when their hopes are incentives 
for a proper agricultural reconstrue- 
tion in Georgia. 

I want to see the farm made more 
inviting and more attractive for 
the farm help, white and black, as 
well as for the farmer, and success is 
always inviting, 

I believe a better farm day is dawn- 
ing in this state, and that with in- 
creased rural prosperity the scale of 
farm wages will be increased, and a 
movement from the cities to the farms, 
instead of the reverse, will be in- 
augurated, 


As to cotton production, conditions 
make overproduction impossible. The 
carry-over is about exhausted, and cot- 
ton from this time on, will never. be 
“cheap” again in the old sense, 
['armers should adhere nnfailingly to 
intense cultivation which must mean 
not over six to ten acres to the plow. 
They must cultivate better than ever 
before, use fertilizers more liberally 
and continue the cultivation until the 
picking begins. They must be prepar- 
ed to poison when infestation de- 
mands it. 


When these essentials are done 
there can be no overproduction, and 
every cotton farmer in sticking closely 
to these rules of reason and common 
sense should strive thereunder’ to 
make every pound of cotton that he 
can, 

Such rules automatically release 
hundreds of thousands of arres that 
cotton, and 
these should be utilized in growing 
food and feed and cash market com- 
modities other than cotton.
